A short time ago Edmonton received 
a visit from the well-known writer, Mr, 
de Putron Gliddon, who was making 
a tour of Canada with the object of 
articles on the dominion which he is 
contributing to the World Traveller de 

Luxe, a magazine of travel published 
in San Francisco, In the August 
number of that pubheation there ap- 
pears under the title “Edmonton the 
Eager" an account of Mr. Gliddun’s 
impressions of this city. 


The writer expresses unqualified ad- 
tmiration of our city, and records his 
conviction that Edmonton's role in thd 
business activities of the province must 
be that of a -great wholesale centre.

PLAIN CLOTHES MEN FROM 
OTHER CITIES WILL HELP 


j All Local Detective Force on Duty 


| Last Night, But Little Work to Do 


—Only One Arrest Made at Fair 
Grounds. 
The detective department of the 


city police force has been reinforced 
for the exhibition by the introdnetion 
of several well-known plain clothed 
officers from other cities, This was 
the statement made to the Bulletin 
last night, although none of the lead- 
ing officials would either confirm or 
deny it. Two detectives from Cal- 
gary, however, and one from Leth- 
bridge, were at the police station last 
night, busily conferring with focal of- 
ficers, with photographs in front of 
then of crooks known to the police, 
and who are believed to be eitner in 
the city or on the way. 
All Detectives on Duty. 

The whole of the city detective 
force was on duty during the day and 
also last ¢vening. They were engaged 
in keeping suspicious characters un- 
der observation, and in arresting those 
who could not give a satisfactory ac- 
count of themselves, Detective Allen 
last night corralled two men without 
a cent in their pockets and charged 
them with vagrancy.. Another man 
who was picked up was also in low 
water financially but, curiously en- 
ough, carried a gold-handled umbrel- 
la, presumably to create a favorable 
impression on the people he met. 

There were very few prisoners in 
the police station last night, however, 
the number being smaller than for 
several months past. Early in the 
evening there were only five behind 
the bars, and when Sergeant Wright 
took over the keys from Drill-Serg- 
eant Waterton at 11 o'clock, there 
were only eleven in custody. 

Quiet at Fair Grounds, 

Sergt. Edwards and his twenty- 
eight constables on the exhibition 
grounds did not have very much to 
do yesterday, only one arrest being 
made, and that for drunkenness. 

Somebody blundered in making out 
the sheet for the distribution of the 
constables yesterday, with the result 
hat there was no patrolman on First 
street for the greater part.of the even- 
ng. Two or three fights occurred on 
that busy thoroughfare, no policeman 
being in sight, but the omission was 
afterwards rectified. 

Eight constables went out from the 
‘entral station at eleven o'clock for 
aight duty, instead of four, as pre- 
viously, some of the special constables 
veing utilized for this purpose.

WEST AND SOUTH 


In speaking of the region opened to 
occupation in Northern British Col- 
umbia by the construction of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific ,the question is 
naturally asked, “What is it good 
for?”

The Fort 
George sheet shows land alienated by 
purchase or pre-emption northward 
from Fort George to Summit Lake, 
which is the source of a branch of 
the Peace a distance of about thirty 
miles, and southward on both banks 
of the Fraser for an equal distance, 
with a breadth of from 25 to 650 
miles. Large areas have also been 
purchased or pre-empted along the 
Upper Fraser to the Dome Creek 
crossing, ninety miles from Fort 
George. Algo large areas on Bear 
Creek, which enters the Fraser from 
the west at the Third Crossing, and

River,

But even so, the fact that such 
large amounts of time and money 
have been spent in securing i more 
or less indefinite title to the land in- 
dicates beyond question that the peo- 
ple spending the time and money had 
a belief in the ultimate value of the 
district for agricultural purposes, 
Whether the work of development be 
fast or slow, it is a fixed fact that 
there is a country capable of develup- 
ment. 

West of Fort George 's 2 remark- 
able system of fresh water lakes, in- 
terlocking the head waters of the 
Nechaco with those of rivers flow- 
ing direct to the coast. North of the 
railway Stuart, Tacla, Trembleau and 
Fraser empty into the Nechaco and 
Bahine into the Skeena, BSvuth of 
the railway Francois, Cheslatta, Oot- 
sa, Netalkug, and many others, some 
of them over sixty miles in Jength, 
form the head waters of the Nechaco, 
It was because of the lakes, hills and 
woods of this region that the North- 
West Company, and afterwards the 
Hudson's Bay Company, gave the 
region tne name of New Caledonia. 
The lakes abound in fish, and have 
both agricultural land and timber fit 
for lumber on thes shores. Al though 
rock ‘s very little in evidence :hrough- 
out the greater part-of the region 
under mention, mineral claims as well 
a¢ agricultural lands have bean stak- 
ed, but what wil! be developed in 
that line in the lake region is for 
the future to toll.
